

Outdoor centre closes 
following fire damage 


MEPAL Outdoor Centre has 
closed its doors for the last 
time, following an arson at¬ 
tack which caused structural 
damage in December. 

East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council announced on 
Monday that the popular 
recreation facility in Chat¬ 
teris Road has terminated its 
lease and the authority will be 
exploring new options for the 
site. 

Based around a 22-acre 
lake, the purpose-built out¬ 
door activity centre was well 
used by schools, colleges and 
youth groups who stayed 
at the centre’s in-house ac¬ 
commodation to take part 
in adventure activities such 
as sailing, canoeing and rock 
climbing. 

Chairman of the commer¬ 
cial services committee at 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, Cllr Richard Hobbs, 
said: “Following a major fire 
in December 2016, the trus¬ 
tees of Mepal Outdoor Centre 
have reluctantly decided that 
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they are unable to take the 
operation forward and are 
therefore terminating their 
lease. 

“We recognise the amount 
of volunteer hours put into 
the centre over the last four 
years and I’m saddened that it 
has come to this conclusion. 

“East Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council recognise that it 
is a much-loved community 
asset and will be taking back 
the site and exploring possi¬ 
ble options for the future of 
the facility.” 

In 2013 the centre fell into 
financial difficulties and was 
saved by Cambridgeshire 
ACRE, which agreed to help 
with the general running 
alongside the Mepal Trust. It 
was given a new lease of life 
when it was refurbished in 
partnership with Cambridge- 
based employment service 
Seetec the same year. 


Cambridgeshire police 
confirmed they were called 
out to the scene of a burglary 
and fire at the centre last De¬ 
cember. 

A police spokesman said: 
“We were called at 10.12am 
on December 28 to reports of 
a burglary at Mepal Outdoor 
Centre in Chatteris Road. 

“Between 11am on Decem¬ 
ber 23 and 10am on Decem¬ 
ber 28, unknown offenders 
gained entry to the building. 

“Two pieces of gardening 
equipment worth a total of 
£500 and a small amount of 
cash were stolen. A fire was 
also started at the premises. 

“The incident was investi¬ 
gated thoroughly, including 
exploring all forensic oppor¬ 
tunities, but unfortunately no 
suspects have been identified. 
Anyone with information re¬ 
garding this incident should 
contact police on 101.” 

A message on Mepal Out¬ 
door Centre’s website says it 
is now closed and unable to 
take any further bookings.

help regular Ian 
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THE Minster Tavern in Ely is 
helping one of their regulars 
get back on his feet. 

The pub is hosting an ex¬ 
hibition of a former home¬ 
less man’s drawings tomor¬ 
row in the same space where 
he discovered his art skills 
while rebuilding his life. 

Ian McKendrick’s ‘hyper¬ 
realism’ hopes to raise £350 
from art works of Ely which 
feature cameo appearances 
of his dog Lola. 

“This is far from a tale of 
woe but one of sheer resil¬ 
ience which you’d expect to 
find in a Hollywood block¬ 
buster,” said manager Louise 
Medhurst. 

“We see a lot of Ian be¬ 
cause each drawing takes be¬ 



tween 400-600 hours of work 
and most have been painted 
in the Minster, for which we 
feel extremely privileged. 

“The exhibition could real¬ 


ly be the turning point. Ian’s 
talent is unquestionable as 
is his popularity within Ely 
and the Minster. He’s set up 
his own Go Fund Me page 
and all we want is for peo¬ 
ple to donate so he can af¬ 
ford prints to distribute his 
work.” 

Ian’s life fell apart dur¬ 
ing the recession leaving 
him homeless and suffering 
health issues. A quadruple 
heart bypass then left him 
incapable of work for three 
years and struggling to make 
ends meet. 

Through art therapy, Ian 
has discovered a talent and 
the opportunity to turn his 
life around as demand for 
his paintings has grown. 

He has become so well 
known among locals even 
his dog is allowed into Ely 
Cathedral.

COUNCIL 

Council chiefs 
salary revealed 


EAST Cambridgeshire Dis¬ 
trict Council has revealed the 
chief executive’s salary in its 
annual pay policy statement. 

Council boss John Hill 
earns up to a £129,904 maxi¬ 
mum basic salary, as well 
as enjoying a £6,964 car al¬ 
lowance and private BUPA 
health insurance. 

The authority’s financial 
statement for 2015/16 shows 
that Mr Hill took home a to¬ 
tal of £159,803, once pension 
contributions were account¬ 
ed for. 

Lowest paid full-time 
members of staff receive 
£14,514 and other bottom 
rung staff are paid the Na¬ 
tional Living Wage of £7.20 
an hour. 

Staff are also entitled to 
have their professional sub¬ 
scriptions paid, child care 
contributions and also a re¬ 
location scheme for newly 
-appointed staff. The health 
insurance and car allowance 
schemes are now closed to 
new staff. 

In the statement, by HR 
manager Nicola Pema, coun¬ 
cil pay scales are dependant 
on a ‘job evaluation process’ 
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and will only be awarded if 
staff achieve ‘excellent’ or 
‘outstanding’. 

This means the ratio be¬ 
tween the highest and lowest 
paid member of staff falls at 
1 : 8 . 

Meanwhile, the council’s 
operations and commercial 
directors have the same pay 
scale starting at £63,624 and 
rising to £69,993. 

The director of operations 
is paid an additional £3,449 a 
year for being an emergency 
pager holder. 

The legal services manager 
is paid up to £48,778 and is 
given an £3,554 allowance to 
act as monitoring officer. 

Mr Hill is paid similarly 
to neighbouring districts. 
Huntingdonshire District 
Council is managed by one 
managing director, who is 
paid between £117,500 and 
£132,500. 

South Cambridgeshire 
District Council chief Jean 
Hunter, who held the post for 
six years before leaving the 


authority in October 2016, 
was paid between £109,264 
and £124, 872. 

A spokesman from South 
Cambridgeshire council 
said: “The position is cur¬ 
rently vacant and we are 
recruiting. Our executive di¬ 
rector, Alex Colyer, is acting 
chief executive. In his acting 
capacity he is paid £118,629. 

“There are no further ben¬ 
efits. As Alex is acting up we 
are making a saving through 
his substantive post of exec¬ 
utive director.” 

Mr Hill is paid consider¬ 
ably less than Cambridgesh¬ 
ire County Council chief ex¬ 
ecutive Gillian Beasley, who 
also covers Peterborough 
City Council, and is paid on a 
scale between £170,000 and 
£174,099. 

The pay scales were due to 
be approved at a full coun¬ 
cil meeting today and once 
agreed they will be published 
on the council’s website.

Grateful mum 
to run marathon 


A GRATEFUL mum is to 
take part in the London 
Marathon in April to raise 
funds for the hospital that 
saved her twin boys’ lives. 

Megan Carter, 36, of Ely, 
is raising money for Adden- 
brooke’s Rosie Hospital, 
which cared for her sons 
Dominic and Toby when 
they were born 13 weeks 
early. 

The boys were born by 
emergency C-section on 
December 19, 2013, and 
were placed in intensive 
care, Dominic for two-and- 
a-half months and Toby for 
three months and a week. 

During that time, Megan 
and her husband lames 
were supported by hospital 
staff and the boys both had 
to undergo hernia surgery. 

Toby later went to Great 
Ormand Street Hospital 
for a heart operation at 7 
months and relied on oxy¬ 
gen and a feed tube until he 
was 10 months old. 

Megan said: “Adden- 
brooke’s Charitable Trust 
got some London Mara¬ 
thon places and they asked 
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people to apply for them 
and they awarded me one 
of the places which was 
fantastic.” 

To train for the marathon, 
Megan is taking on two 
runs in the week and one 
longer one at weekends. 

“The support and the 
help that we had was just so 
amazing that I really want¬ 
ed to repay them, and ide¬ 
ally what I would like to do 
over the course of the boys’ 
lifetime is raise enough 
money to pay for the care 
that we took out. 

“The staff and everybody 
involved in their care were 
amazing. Since I last did 
fundraising for the hospital 
the twins have come on in 
leaps and bounds. 

“Dominic has been com¬ 
pletely signed off by the 
doctors so he no longer has 
any appointments which is 
lovely and Toby has been 
signed off for most of his 


appointments.” 

Toby has a condition 
called hemifacial micro¬ 
somia, meaning the bone 
structure on the left side of 
his face is smaller than the 
right. He is missing a piece 
of jawbone and has no left 
ear and will need more sur¬ 
gery when he is 9. 

Megan said: “They are 
very cheeky, very lively and 
very boisterous and quite 
intelligent funny little boys, 
virtually indistinguishable 
from their peers. 

“There is no way that 
we would be where we are 
without the doctors and the 
nurses. 

“They also cared for my 
husband and I by checking 
that we were okay and cop¬ 
ing with the situation, so 
they really did provide such 
massive support.”

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MP should have 
abstained 

I'M not sure that I fully follow the 
letter from my old friend Alan 
Shepherd, a Brexiter, save that it 
appears to have a go at me for having 
had a go at our Ml^ Lucy Frazer QC. 

However, I'll try to respond in 
simple terms. 

First, having done my sums again, I 
still think that Ms Frazer should have 
taken more note of her constituents' 
opinions on Article 50 and that 
she should at the very least have 
abstained. 

Second, Mr Shepherd makes much 
of Huw Jones being an expert (or 
otherwise) on European affairs. With 
due respect to Mr Jones (whom I 
have met on two or three occasions 
only), I doubt that Mr Jones or Mr 
Shepherd have either more or less 
knowledge than I have of European 
affairs. At the heart of this is British 
affairs and whether Britain will be 
better off alone or in alliance with the 
much-maligned European Union. I 
know what I know and believe. Mr 
Jones agrees with me on this one: Mr 
Shepherd doesn't. In time we'll find 
out which of us is right. 

Third, I fail to see how relevant it 
is that 'a large number of people in 
the Cambridge area voted Remain, 
because it is a densely populated 
university city and also embraces 
Addenbrooke's, which is a large 
public sector employer.' Is Mr 
Shepherd decrying those who are 
associated with Cambridge University 
just because they are associated 
with Cambridge University? And/or 
is Mr Shepherd decrying those who 
are employed at or are associated 
with Addenbrooke's Hospital just 
because they are employed at or 
are associated with Addenbrooke's 
Hospital? 

Finally, the juxtaposition of Mr 
Shepherd's name with those of Lucy 
Frazer and Heidi Allen reminds me 
that following the December 2013 
'selection' (subsequently dubbed 
'ballotgate' because it was so 
chaotic) of Ms Frazer as the South 
East Cambridgeshire Conservatives' 
candidate at the expense of Ms Allen 
(who soon found a safer place as the 
candidate for South Cambridgeshire), 
Mr Shepherd and several others 
resigned in a collective huff from 
the South East Cambridgeshire 
Conservative Association. 

The fact that Mr Shepherd has 
returned loyally to the Tory fold tells 
me much about Tory pressure to toe 
the line. Can't he think independently 
for once? 

So far as the letter from Chris 
Page is concerned, it is factually 
wrong. First, there is no MP for East 
Cambridgeshire: the constituency 
that Lucy Frazer represents is South 
East Cambridgeshire. Second, 

South East Cambridgeshire did not 
vote predominantly for Leave: the 
constituency consists of part of East 
Cambridgeshire District (the electors 
of which voted to Leave by 24,487 
to 23,599 and where there was a 
77.07% turnout) and part of South 
Cambridgeshire District (the electors 
of which voted to Remain by 56,128 
to 37,061 and where there was a 
turnout of 81.22%). 

I was at the East Cambridgeshire 
count here in Soham. I watched the 
ballot boxes being opened and the 
aggregated votes being counted. By 


the time that the count occurred 
there were no means of telling 
which way each town and village 
voted. It was therefore impossible to 
tell which way part or parts of East 
Cambridgeshire that are in the South 
East Cambridgeshire constituency 
voted. Some of Steve Barclay's North 
East Cambridgeshire constituency 
is in East Cambridgeshire and, for 
all I know, could have swung more 
strongly toward Leave. And, as I have 
said, South Cambridgeshire District 
voted heavily for Remain but I have 
no means of telling which way the 
parts of South Cambridgeshire that 
are in South East Cambridgeshire 
voted. And there are parts of South 
Cambridgeshire that are in Heidi 
Allen's South Cambridgeshire 
constituency. 

So far as the letter from 'Name 
and address supplied' is concerned, 

I suspect that the writer refers to 
Soham. If he/she does, I agree with 
him/her. He/she should act on the 
advice of Diana Donald as given in 
yet another letter.

Snapshot of 
public opinion 

LAST June the referendum voted 
'out'. Some voters openly said that 
their vote was a protest vote, they 
didn't think Brexit would happen. 

In the same way, in a by-election 
voters may vote for a one party as a 
protest, knowing that one MP won't 
make any difference in the balance 


of power at Westminster, but when 
it comes to the real general election 
they will take it more seriously and 
vote differently. 

If we were to have another 
referendum tomorrow on Brexit 
what would be the result? I suspect 
it could easily be different. Who 
knows? Is it right or wrong? Neither 
really, it represents a snapshot of 
public opinion at that moment in 
time. Circumstances are different now 
to last June. They will be different 
next year. We don't need another 
referendum. 

However, MPs just need to listen to 
the concerns and then act responsibly. 
They need to make a judgement 
based on the long term interest of 
the country and not the fickle state of 
public opinion, often led by biased 
newspapers and self-motivated 
politicians. 

It is not undemocratic at all for 
an MP to stand up for his or her 
beliefs. An MP has to represent 
their constituents in their long term 
interests rather than a knee-jerk 
reaction to today's opinion poll or to 
pander to the agenda of a politician 
or newspaper.

Gunman loses his appeal over 
New Year caravan site killing

A GUNMAN serving a life sentence for the 
murder of another traveller has lost his Court of 
Appeal bid to overturn his conviction. 

Lawyers for Mark Mosley, 44, had argued 
that violence outside Cambridge Crown Court 
during his trial may have skewed the jury’s 
view of the case. 

Mosley, who lived at a travellers’ site in First 
Drove, Burwell, had been found guilty of killing 
36-year-old father-of-four Jess Smith at the site 
on New Year’s Day 2015. 

The murder followed a bare-knuckle fight 
between members of the two men’s families 
after an argument at a New Year’s Eve party at 
the Comrades Club in Soham. 

In November 2015, Mosley was given a life 
sentence, to serve a minimum of 30 years, after 
the trial heard that he had killed Mr Smith with 
a sawn-off shotgun, fired three times. 

Last week he took his bid to clear his name to 
the Court of Appeal in London. 

His lawyers said trouble outside the court 
could have affected the jury’s decision. 

They said police had been unable to control 
people congregating outside the court, result¬ 
ing in what the trial judge described as “pan¬ 
demonium”. 

John Black, QC, for Mosley, argued that the 


chaos in the street was enough to make the 
jury’s verdict unsafe. 

But in rejecting the appeal, Lord Justice Si¬ 
mon said that, if anything, the jury may have 
been prejudiced against the Smith family if 
they had seen what happened. 

He said: “It is not properly arguable that the 
decision to hold the trial in Cambridge ren¬ 
dered the trial unfair or the verdict unsafe. 

“Unless there is specific identified prejudice 
or substantial risk of prejudice, a disturbance, 


however severe, doesn’t give rise to an arguable 
ground of appeal.” 

Lord Justice Simon added: “If there was prej¬ 
udice, it was more likely to have been against 
the Smith family who, on Mark Mosley’s ac¬ 
count, were behaving particularly aggressively. 

“There is no real material to suggest that the 
jury weren’t able to carry out their function 
fairly and properly.” 

The court heard that violence at the New 
Year party had led to plans for a “fair fight” 


involving a traveller from the Smith family, 
called “Rambo”, who went to the Mosley fam¬ 
ily’s caravan home with others to sort out the 
disagreement. 

But as a bare-knuckled fight broke out, shots 
were fired and Mr Smith, of Potton, Bedford¬ 
shire, was fatally injured. 

Mr Black said the defence case was that the 
killing might have been the result of the acci¬ 
dental firing of another weapon and that the 
jury’s decision was based on their assessment 
of die witnesses. 

He said there had been a “real fear” of trou¬ 
ble between the families during the trial. 

“It wasn’t that it came from nowhere, it was 
predicted,” he told the judge, sitting with Mr 
Justice Holroyde and Mr Justice Soole. 

Mr Black said that when the jury retired to 
consider their verdict, trouble escalated and 
vehicles were damaged, with police having to 
close the road. 

The Smith family had been allowed to take 
up an intimidating position outside the court 
in East Road. 

He said the jury were so scared they asked if 
it was safe for them to go home and the intimi¬ 
dating atmosphere may have affected the jury 
and made the trial unfair. 

But, in dismissing the appeal, Lord Justice 
Simon said there had been no disturbance in¬ 
side the court, only outside the building and 
that had been primarily a matter for the police.

Tractors to pull in record 
amount at spring auction

EAST Anglian-based auctioneer, 
Cheffins, is due to sell important 
collections of vintage international 
tractors, wagons, steam engines, 
motorcycles and even steam cars in 
the firm’s vintage spring sale. 

Last year the company made a 
record £5.4 million in vintage sales 
and it expects the vehicles to fetch 
even more in 2017. 

More than 8,200 vintage items 
were sold under the hammer at 
Cheffins’ Cambridge, Harrogate 
and vintage on-site sales through¬ 
out 2016 

In total, Cheffins offered 730 clas¬ 
sic and vintage tractors, 113 motor¬ 
cycles, 124 stationary engines, 80 
classic commercials and 27 steam 
engines over the last 12 months. 

The two Cheffins Cambridge 
Vintage Sales, hosted at Sutton last 
fuly and October saw the sale of the 
important Holkham Hall Bygones 
Collection, proceeds of which went 
to the new Holkham Hall exhibi¬ 
tion of farming, Field to Fork. 

The company raised more than 
£500,000 and £1 million, respec¬ 


tively, for scores of vintage tractors, 
steam engines, classic cars, classic 
motorcycles, spares and memora¬ 
bilia. 

This spring, the Sutton auction is 
opening once more to host the sale 
of the Dave Boyles International 
tractor collection, which will go 
under the hammer on April 22, and 
is expected to generate in excess of 
£80,000. 


Head of vintage sales William 
King said: “These are collectors’ 
items that are kept in private col¬ 
lections but the tractors would be 
used for ploughing matches and 
various rallies around the country 
during the summer, like the Great 
Dorset Steam Fair Watch. 

“People come in their thousands 
to this sale. It is quite a niche area 
of collecting but they are highly en¬ 


thusiastic. 

“A lot of people come to the sale 
for a day out and it doesn’t cost to 
come. 

“We are at it all day long. We start 
at 9am and we don’t finish until 
6pm and there are three auctions 
happening at the same time. 

“People come from all over the 
UK, and avid buyers from all over 
Europe, particularly the Dutch, 
Belgiums and Italians and a few 
Scandinavians, so it’s not only the 
‘mad’ British that are collecting.” 

With free entry to the auction fair 
and a chance to get up close and 
personal to the lots, some 3,000 
engine enthusiasts are expected to 
attend on the day. 

There will be 23 international 
tractors offered, many of which are 
rare models. Leading the way will 
be some unusual four-wheel drive 
conversions of standard tractors by 
makes such as County and Road¬ 
less as well as an uncommon exam¬ 
ple of a ‘Snoopy’ tractor.

A CARER publicly accused of 
being a thief by police when 
they issued her photo with 
regard to a card theft, says 
she would like an apology. 

Katie-Anne Seaman, 24, 
discovered she was wanted 
‘in connection with’ the theft 
of £800 from a cashpoint 
with her picture in a local 
newspaper and on social 
media. 

The image showed her 
withdrawing money from 
the cashpoint on February 9 
for one of the elderly ladies 
she looks after as part of her 
job. 

Katie-Anne - who was 
legitimately taking out the 
cash - immediately called 
101 to report the mistake 
and within minutes the post 
was taken down and later re¬ 
moved from local media. 

But she said police were 
yet to apologise, leaving her 
fearing for her career and 
reputation. 

She said: “I got a message 
from one of my friends with 
the picture attached to it, 
asking if it was me. 

“To start with I thought it 
was a joke and that it might 
have been photoshopped 
but then I realised what had 
happened. 

“I was actually getting 
money out for someone I 
support - not stealing it. I 
was shocked when I realised 
it was me in the picture. I 
didn’t know what to think. 

“To see it shared in my lo¬ 
cal newspaper was devas¬ 



tating. People might see the 
picture of me and judge me 
without knowing the truth.” 

Katie-Anne, who has no 
criminal record, said she and 
her mother Vanessa Seaman 
have regularly called police 
demanding answers but 
have yet to get a call back. 

The Ely resident added: “I 
rang my mum in tears and 
she rang the police back. 

“They said they had no 
recollection of my call but 
when she spoke to someone 
else they said both calls had 
been logged and that the in¬ 
vestigation was closed. 

“I just want it finished now. 
It was just a case of being in 
the wrong place at the wrong 
time, but all I really want is 
an apology.” 

On the day the picture was 
shared Katie-Anne was given 
a promotion with the com¬ 
pany she has worked with for 
the past seven months. 

She added: “That messed 
it up a little bit, but luckily 
my bosses believed me and 
know I would never do any¬ 
thing like that. 

“Having something like 
that in the newspaper with 


my type of job, I could have 
been suspended. 

“I don’t think they realise 
how damaging this is for me. 

“Elderly people and their 
families trust me to look 
after them and part of my 
job is getting money out for 
them as they can’t get to the 
cash point.” 

Vanessa, 55, said: “We un¬ 
derstand police have to do 
these things to help them 
solve crime in case people 
recognise the culprits in¬ 
volved. 

“But the fact they can’t 
even be bothered to call her 
and apologise for labelling 
her a thief is appalling. 

“If someone had recog¬ 
nised Katie-Anne and called 
the police, they could have 
turned up and arrested her. 

“Who knows what kind of 
grief that could have caused 
her and her career.” 

Cambridgeshire Police 
have confirmed Katie-Anne 
is not involved in the theft. 

Last May two teenagers 
from Ely, received an apol¬ 
ogy after their pictures were 
circulated in connection 
with a theft they were not in¬ 
volved in, because they were 
minors. 

A police spokesman said: 
“We regularly issue CCTV 
appeals to help officers as 
part of their enquiries into 
various crimes. 

“As soon as the lady pic¬ 
tured identified herself to of¬ 
ficers we removed the CCTV 
from social media.”

County’s £7.5m bill for 
agency care workers 


TAXPAYERS have been hit with 
a £7.5 million bill to pay social 
care agency workers in Cam¬ 
bridgeshire since 2015 despite 
record numbers of redundancies 
in recent years and cuts to the 
care budget. 

And some agency workers are 
being paid more than double the 
rate regular staff receive for the 
same job, it has been revealed. 

The revelations about agency 
workers’ pay come amid coun¬ 
cillors’ fears for local services as 
the county authority prepares to 
cut up to 115 jobs in the coming 
year. 

In 2015 it was announced pub¬ 
lic services in Cambridgeshire

faced cuts of £120 million over 
the next five years. 

But despite this the total ex¬ 
penditure by the council on 
agency workers from 2015 to 
March 2016 was £2,098,000 
on children’s social care and 
£2,284,897 on adult social care. 

From April to December last 
year £1,558,555 was spent on 
children’s social care agency 
workers, and £1,774,947 on adult 
social care agency workers from 
April, 2016 to the end offanuary 
this year. 


Examples of the gulf in wag¬ 
es between salaried staff and 
agency workers has also been 
revealed. 

A consultant social worker 
employed through an agency 
was paid £33-£35 per hour while 
a salaried staff member earned a 
maximum of £23.35 per hour. 

The difference in pay for a 
family intervention partnership 
worker was £30 compared to a 
maximum of £14.05 an hour for 
salaried staff. 

A group manager employed 
through an agency gets £44.85 
an hour while a permanent staff 
member would get £26.49 maxi¬ 
mum for the same job. 


A county council spokesman 
said: “Cambridgeshire remains 
a challenging place for recruit¬ 
ment for social care workers, 
which means we do have to use 
agency staff to make sure vulner¬ 
able people in our communities 
receive the right support. 

“However, we are taking steps 
to reduce agency costs, which 
include recruitment campaigns 
and ensuring the rates we pay 
our staff are in line with the re¬ 
gional average. By doing this we 
hope to have more directly em¬ 
ployed social care staff, which 
will mean greater consistency 
in the support people receive as 
well as lowering agency costs.”

CROCOSMIA HELLFIRE: Passion 


colourful garden 


AWARD-WINNING garden 
designer Tom Massey tells 
Hannah Stephenson how 
colour in the garden can al¬ 
ter your mood, ease negative 
emotions and lift spirits... 

A spiral of colour is the 
theme top designer Tom Mas¬ 
sey has taken on in his latest 
show garden which displays 
the way gardens can enhance 
your mood and help your 
wellbeing. 

Research shows the thera¬ 
peutic value and feeling of 
wellbeing that people get 
from gardening, according to 
Thrive, the charity that uses 
gardening to help people liv¬ 
ing with disabilities or ill 
health, or are vulnerable or 
isolated. But colour can also 
make an impact. 

Massey, 31, was inspired by 
zen gardens and Japanese de¬ 
signs to come up with his Per¬ 
ennial Sanctuary Garden - to 
be shown at the RHS Hamp¬ 
ton Court Flower Show in July 
- and has done much research 
on how the colour and form of 
plants can change your mood. 

At the outer edge of his 
showpiece, the vibrant red 
colours represent the inner 
chaos that can come from be¬ 
ing at crisis point. As the visi¬ 
tor takes the journey into the 
garden following a winding 
gravel path, sounds from out¬ 
side the garden fade. 

The planting becomes taller 
and more immersive and the 
colour scheme moves through 
stimulating yellows and or¬ 
anges to more restful purples, 
blues and finally, pure green. 

Towards the middle of the 
design the planting is simpli¬ 
fied, leading to a calm sanctu¬ 
ary at the centre of the garden. 
Here the planting changes 
to a single species of tower¬ 
ing bamboo that screens the 
outside world, creating a safe 
haven and place for peaceful 
reflection, hidden from view. 

But you don’t have to cre¬ 
ate a show garden to gener¬ 


ate a positive atmosphere in 
your outside space. The use of 
a particular palette to gener¬ 
ate a mood can be replicated 
in many gardens, Massey ex¬ 
plains. 

“Red is a very stimulating 
colour - it’s eye-catching, it 
can mean passion, danger and 
warning, but ultimately it’s an 
exciting colour,” says Massey, 
who uses Sanguisorba ‘Tan- 
na’, Crocosmia ‘Hellfire’ and 
Panicum virgatum ‘Shenan¬ 
doah’ to energise and uplift 
in his own show garden. “Red 
comes to the fore if you want 
a vibrant bed.” 

Orange hues spark enthu¬ 
siasm, fascination, happiness 
and creativity, combining the 
energy of red and the happi¬ 
ness of yellow. If you prefer 
an orange palette, you might 
try Achillea millefolium ‘Ter¬ 
racotta’ and Kniphofia uvaria 
‘Nobilis’. 

Yellow is the colour of sun¬ 
shine, associated with joy, 
happiness and intellect and 
produces a warming effect, 
arousing cheerfulness and 
stimulating mental activity, 
says Massey. It’s an optimistic, 
positive colour and plants in 
this band include Helianthus 
annuus and Inula helenium. 

Purple is associated with 
wisdom and dignity. Plants 
in this band include Veroni- 
castrum virginicum ‘Fascina¬ 
tion’ and Miscanthus ‘Purpu- 
rascens’. Lilac and lavender 
shades also have a restful 
quality. 

Blue is often associated with 
depth and stability, symbolis¬ 
ing trust, loyalty, wisdom, 
confidence and calm. Plants 
in this band include Panicum 
virgatum ‘Heavy Metal’ and 
Phlox ‘Blue Paradise’. 

Bright colours tend to look 
more vibrant in sunny set¬ 
tings, while blue and green 
palettes can flourish in semi- 
shaded areas, creating a cool, 
calm atmosphere.

Moving home can be a complicated business and in the hectic run up to the big day it is all too easy to forget something vital.

El Packing - start packing and sorting through your 
belongings.

Joanna Trollope seems to 
have an extremely ordered 
life, from her elegant attire, 
perfectly sculpted hair and 
cut-glass accent, to her immaculate 
home in up-market Chelsea. 

There’s no clutter and, 
apparently, no man. She has lived 
alone through choice for years. 

There is, however, a large family 
in which she envelops herself 
regularly: two daughters, two 
stepsons and nine grandchildren 
aged between 18 and eight, who 
she sees frequently. 

Joanna, 73, seems so fastidiously 
in control, perfectly poised and 
tidy-minded, yet her novels are 
filled with emotional chaos, as she 
tackles the contemporary problems 
of fractured families, adoption, 
affairs and myriad relationship and 
work issues. 

"We are all swans in a sense,” 
muses the author, whose titles 
include The Rector's Wife, 

Marrying The Mistress, Other 
People's Children and Second 
Honeymoon. "We have this very 
thin veneer of educated, controlled, 
cultivated civilisation. Our lives are 
managed, yet underneath it's like 
the last act of Hamlet. Everybody’s 
got a sick parent or a child who's 
been bullied at school, or they've 
just been dumped or lost a job. 
Nobody is immune." 

Her novels were once dubbed 
'Aga sagasj an uncomplimentary 
nod to their middle-class Home 
Counties domestic settings and a 
label which justifiably irks the 
author. They are, after all, well- 
crafted, astutely observed 
contemporary stories examining 
the dilemmas of modern life. There 
is nothing cosy about them. 

Joanna's 20th novel City Of 
Friends attests to that, focusing on 
four high flying businesswomen 
friends and all the dilemmas they 
face with family, colleagues and 
children - and an elderly mother 
with dementia thrown in the mix, a 
subject close to home. 

"My father had dementia for 
about 15 years - it’s hideous,” she 
reveals. For a long time, her mother 
looked after him at home, until he 
became too ill for her to cope. 

"Luckily I have a brother and 
sister to whom I'm very close, and 
we were contorted with 
anxiety and effort and 
strain and tension. It was a 
dreadful time,” Joanna 
admits. 

Does she worry she'll 
get dementia? 

"It’s the one thing I 
would find very hard to 
cope with, but there's very 
little one can do. I can just 
do what I can to make sure 
that there's enough money 
to pay for whatever care I 
need to make sure the 
boys and girls don't have 
to.” 

She says she's in favour of 
assisted suicide. "We’ve got to a 
point where we are medically 
extremely advanced, but we 
haven't let our morality catch up 
with that. There's a real and 
profound anxiety about not 
prolonging life, whatever the 
quality of that life is. It’s an 
understandable squeamishness.”

cinema. 

Her novels keep her 
busy. In the latest, the 
four ambitious friends, who've 
shared joys and heartache since 
university, are now nearing their 
50s and in high-flying careers. 

But the group dynamics change 
when one gets sacked, and there 
follows a series of complications 
arising from betrayals, affecting 
both their professional and private 
lives, and threatening the future of 
the friendships. 


"I wanted to explore women and 
work because in my generation, 
almost no women worked. I was 
quite rare. 

"For my daughters' generation, 
they all work, and for my 
granddaughters' generation they 
expect to work.” 

As research, she interviewed 
more than a dozen top 
businesswomen in the finance 
industry - traditionally a male 
bastion - in the City of London. 

"Women don't work the way men 
work, but they have the same 
feelings of legitimacy, validation 
and satisfaction from working. 

"Men are much better at 
compartmentalising. They do work, 
they do play and they don't muddle 
up as a whole, but women make 
relationships wherever they go. 

"Their private lives almost leak 
into the way they run their 
professional lives. They cannot be a 
different person merely because 
they are in an office. 

"I was struck by what 
wonderfully sympathetic mentors 
these senior women are to their 
junior teams. 

"So many of the women I 
interviewed said the one thing they 
didn't want to hear from a female 
employee was that she was giving 
up because it's her job to go home 
and look after the family." 

Joanna, a distant descendant of 
19th century novelist Anthony 
Trollope, makes a good case for 


how work can preserve our sanity. 

"Working did, and has, saved my 
sanity. I have always worked. When 
the girls were little, I taught 
part-time, but being in the creative 
industry, you can work for as long 
as you are commercially viable.” 

Her life has not always been as 
ordered and tidy as it is now. Twice 
married and divorced, Joanna has 
two daughters from her first 
marriage to banker David Potter, 
and two stepsons from her second 
to TV dramatist Ian Curteis. 

When that marriage broke down, 
she went through what she's called 
a 'mini-breakdown' and a spell in 
therapy. 

Did her successful career affect 
her relationships with men? 

"You have to remember the 
generation I am,” says Joanna. 

"Men of my generation found a 
successfully working wife a much 
harder thing to cope with than the 
modern generation does." 

She says she doesn't have a 
partner currently, and remains 
tight-lipped about her personal life. 

She stresses that a career is not 
for all women, but says we should 
all support each other. 

"I believe that there's a special 
place in hell for women who don't 
support other women,” Joanna 
concludes. "I can't bear women not 
being good sisters to one another.”

XU HONGCI'S story 
reads like a Hollywood film, but 
this account is true. 

Hongci spent his early years 
toeing the line of China's 
totalitarian Communist Party. But 
one day he spoke his mind at 
university and his peers pounced, 
criticising him for his apparent 
anti-regime beliefs. 

Hongci was imprisoned on 
trumped-up charges in one of 
Chairman Mao's labour camps in 
April 1958. Over the next 14 years, 
he worked diligently - as a doctor, 
metalworker, miner or labourer - at 
a number of camps. The work was 
hard and food was often scarce. 

Hongci saw people die and 
watched his friends betray him 
publicly, yet he never lost his 
resolve. He tried to escape four 
times, finally succeeding in 1972, 
and is thought to be the only 
person to have done so. 

Hongci's story is fascinating, but 
heartbreakingly sad. Thankfully, he 
got his happy ending.

T HE age-old phrase '"tis 

better to travel well than to 
arrive” might well have been 
coined with French river 
boating in mind. 

Chugging gently along sun- 
dappled waterways in shimmering 
Monet landscapes, going nowhere 
fast - what's not to love? 

Long on our wish list, 
my husband and I finally 
got to tick it off with a 
seven-day cruise along 
the River Charante. 

As it happened, our 
time there coincided with 
Euro 2016. Such a detail 
might escape many 
holidaymakers to this 
most visited country on 
Earth; not the good man. 

An inveterate football 
fan, there was no way the 
delights of river boating - 
even along what was once 
described by French king 
Henry IV as "the loveliest 
stream in my kingdom” - 
were going to distract him 
from the beautiful game. 

To this end he'd checked out in 
advance every town and village 
lining our route for hostelries 
screening the main event. 

From the off, things augured well 
with a satin-smooth ferry crossing 
and a leisurely drive through rural 
south-western France to the port 
town of Jarnac where our river 
boat awaited. One look around 
what was to be our floating 
home for a week was enough to 
banish any misgivings about 
cabin fever on board. 

Sleeping up to six, Le Boat 
Caprice features a fully 
equipped kitchen, living/ 
dining area, two en suite 
cabins, and an outdoor swim 
platform. Upstairs, the sundeck 
comes with ample seating for 
al fresco dining, and enough space 
to stretch out with sunscreen, 
paperbacks and chilled drinks. 

For all their heft, these vessels are 
so easy to handle that no previous 
experience is necessary. Following a 
hands-on demonstration from a Le 
Boat operative, we were ready to set 
sail- except that the Ireland v 
Sweden match was being televised 
live in a pub up the road. 

Of course, we could have just 
sailed off and tuned in with the 
connectivity onboard - but that was 
never going to happen. Onwards 
then to L'Union cafe bar on Jarnac's 
Grande Rue where, language 
barriers instantly surmounted, we 
whooped and hollered with the 
locals as the game unfolded. 

Then back to the boat and the 
serious business of getting from one 
match screening to the next without 
distraction en route. Some hope. 

Our first, and most sublimely

ubiquitous distraction was, of 
course, the river itself. 

With a history as ancient and 
venerable as its surroundings - 
excavations of the riverbed show 
that its waters have been navigated 
since Neolithic times - the Charante 
was, for centuries, an important 
commercial waterway, providing 
links with shipping routes for the 
transportation of regional produce 
such as butter, cognac and wine. 

But this changed in the 1950s with 
the rise of recreational boating. 

Now navigable for 91 miles 
between Angouleme and Rochefort 
through a landscape of vineyards 
and pasture, historic towns and 
sleepy little villages, the Charante 
has been given over entirely to river 
tourism even if, thankfully, there is 
nothing remotely touristy about the 
countryside through which it flows. 

Having manoeuvred our way 
downstream through three locks (an 


idiot-proof procedure; if in 
doubt, just follow the boat 
ahead and do likewise) we 
arrived in Cognac - which, as it 
happened, was celebrating its 
1,000th year in suitably Gallic 
style with classical music 
concerts, gastronomy festivals, 
falconry displays and the like. 

Sharing its name with the 
prize beverage distilled here 
since the 16th century, Cognac's 
wealth resides in its booze-soaked 
storehouses, whose walls have, over 
time, grown black from a fungus 
which thrives on vapour 
seeping from the oak 
casks within. Every 
year, some 3-4% of the 
maturing cognac - 
known poetically as 
'the angel's share,' and 
equivalent to roughly 
20 million bottles - 
simply evaporates, 
which might explain 
Cognac's positively 
intoxicating atmosphere. 

With tasting tours high on 
the agenda, we got on our bikes 
(available to rent from Le Boat). 

We sought out small, independent 
producers in the surrounding 
vineyards who were happy to show 
us around and explain the process 
of harvesting and distilling the fruit 
of their vines. Result: liquid gold

modestly priced, and a wonderfully 
authentic experience. 

We could happily have spent our 
entire holiday here, just soaking up 
the atmosphere and getting high on 
'the angel's share.' But the river - 
and the football - beckoned. 

Back upstream then, through 
eight locks, several villages and 
countless vineyards to Chateauneuf- 
sur-Charante. Located in a bend on 
the river, this tranquil, stone-built 
settlement belies a colourful and 
often turbulent history. 

In medieval times, its now 
long-ruined 'new' castle 
(the old one was burned 
down in 1081) deflected 
marauders trying to 
cross the only stone 
bridge between 
Algouleme and 
Cognac. Nowadays 
V f things are rather more 
g civilised, as evidenced in 
the delightful little bar on 
the main square to which we 
- and seemingly every expat in 
the country - headed for the 
England v Wales match. 

Oh, the wonderfully unifying force 
of the beautiful game. Even before 
kick-off we were chatting away like 
old friends, swapping phone 
numbers and arranging to meet up 
for the next round. 

Back then to the boat with our 
new besties for an impromptu, 
unscripted and fabulous party. 

Next morning, less than three 
miles upstream in the tiny village of 
Saint Simeux, we found our spiritual 
home for the remainder of the week. 

Dominated by a hilltop church of 
such soaring majesty as to appear 
almost surreal, Saint Simeux 
seemed the ultimate, chocolate box 
version of a French village. 

Better still, it had a riverside pub, 
Les Gabariers, screening football 
virtually on a loop. Having moored 
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our boat to a tree at the bottom of the 
pub garden, our remaining time on the 
Char ante was spent in a haze of 
sunshine, chilled drinks and complete 
and utter contentment. 

After a breakfast of baguettes and 
croissants from the village bakery, 
we'd stroll along the riverbank to feed 
the ducks. Lunch - usually in the pub 
- was followed by a snooze, either on 
deck or under a parasol in the garden. 

In the evenings - match fixtures 
permitting, of course - we'd cycle 
through the surrounding vineyards to 
neighbouring towns and villages. 

There was Bassac with its 
abandoned, stone-built chateau and 
magnificent 11th century abbey, and 
the flower-bedecked hamlet of 
Fleurac, with the aromas wafting 
upstream from its chocolate factory. 

We marvelled at the Wall of the 
Gabarriers in Juac where shipowners 
from the 18th and 19th century carved 
graffiti which can be seen to this day. 

But mostly we lived in the moment, 
chilling out on deck, grazing on wine 
and cheese, and mainlining football. 

Alas, such days slip swiftly by; all too 
soon we were back to Jarnac, and 
reality. Settling up our fuel bill, it 
emerged that in all our time on board 
we'd spent just 13 hours (an average of 
less than two hours a day) in motion. 
But that was OK. 

We might not have travelled far - 
but, as with all the best journeys, we'd 
travelled very well indeed.

Used car sales 
hit record high 


S ALES of second-hand cars in 
the UK reached a record high 
last year. 

The Society of Motor 
Manufacturers and Traders 
(SMMT) said 8.2 million used cars 
were sold in 2016, up 7.3 per 
cent on the previous year. 

The industry body claimed 
there is "no reason" why demand 
should drop off in 2017 as long as 
the "economic conditions remain 
stable". 

Petrol cars were the most 
popular with more than 4.6 
million traded, up 4.7 per cent, 
although their market share fell by 
1.5 per cent. 

The shift in new car sales to 
diesel over the past decade 
was reflected with demand for 
second-hand diesel cars up 11.1 
per cent. 

Used alternatively-fuelled 
vehicle sales rose 32.5 per cent. 

The Ford Fiesta was the 
biggest selling model overall, 
followed by the Ford Focus and

Vauxhall Corsa. 

Figures released in January 
show that new car sales also 
reached an all-time high last year 
at 2.69 million.

ELECTRIC OPTION: Ask about having your own charge point at home 


E LECTRIC car owners and 
prospective buyers could 
benefit from a charger 
being installed in their street 
thanks to a new £2.5 million 
scheme. 

Local authorities across the 
UK are being given access 
to £2.5 million to put public 
electric car chargers exactly 
where people need them - 
near their homes. 

Residents who want a twin 
chargepoint installed in their 
street will have to ask their local 
authority to take up their case, 
with funding then allocated on 
a first-come first-served basis. 

Poppy Welch, head of Go 
Ultra Low, said: "The growing 
demand for electric vehicles 
justifies greater on-street 
charging infrastructure and for 
EV owners that do not have 


access to off street charging, 
this public infrastructure is vital. 
2016 marked a record year for 
plug-in registrations with more 
motorists than ever making the 
switch to electric. 

"Annual uptake rose 29 
per cent and we expect this 
strong growth to continue, 
so welcome all investments 
made in the national charging 
infrastructure. While Go Ultra 
Low research shows more than 
90 per cent of charging is done 
at home, there are already 
more than 11,000 publically 
accessible chargepoints around 
the country, so this growing 
national network provides a 
useful additional option to 
motorists." 

Andrew Benfield, group 
director for Transport at the 
Energy Saving Trust, said: 


"The On-street Residential 
Chargepoint Scheme is a 
fantastic scheme to encourage 
electric car ownership, 
especially those who don't 
have a garage or driveway and 
cannot have a private charger 
installed. 

"There are more than 80,000 
plug-in electric cars on UK 
roads now, and with fuel prices 
on the rise, this number is set to 
grow. However, not everyone 
can install a charger at home 
because they don't have a 
garage or driveway, or perhaps 
live in a flat. This infrastructure 
is vital to help people make 
better choices about the car 
they drive and to do so without 
any difficulty."

Station Road, Soham 

(TEMPORARY PROHIBITION OF THROUGH TRAFFIC) ORDER 2017/062 

Is to stop any vehicle from proceeding along Station Road, Soham as lies approximately 25m 
either side of number 7. 

The alternative route for vehicles is via Fountain Lane - Churchgate Street and vice versa. 

The Order is made to facilitate gas connection works which are being carried out on or near this 
highway and it will come into operation on 6 March 2017 and continue until these works have 
finished or on the 5 September 2017 whichever is the earlier.
